It Tak^ Flris. Two TlioiiMuml Foot In the 
A.lr Aaronaut Desconda Violently nnil

of the 8th of May. Cards of invitation 
were aent out to all the loading citi- 
izens, and in this little town of few 
diversions, great excitement vTas crea- 
ted. Sunday after^oon^nn ' ipven was 
built in tliB^ceim^ tf the plaxa tor the 
purpose of heating the air by - ■which 
the balloon was to ascend, and all the 
prepjirations were watched by the 
people with a gr6at.cleal ' of cbriosity. 
There were ^erB^p'i ■2,000 persons in 
the plaza.The balloon which was a very 
large one, was inilated r^ipidly and 
suocessfully, and soon the aoionaut 
appeared, brilliant in scarlet, and gold 
and silver spangleH, carrying in his 
hand the Colombian Hag. The ropes 
wei;e'loo!|^"tSti['and the balloon shot up 
'■ltftp««^ arrow, amid the shouts of the 
•ieinthuBiaBtio multitude, the beating of 
drams, the aeronaut mouuwhilo turn- 
ing on the ' trapeze and performing 
various gymnastic feats. Jt JLD.B a 
beautiful ascension. In less than a 
minute he mast have been at the 
t^ 'hfefgfiii Gf 2,000 feet, when the balloon 
appai'eiitly bdoamo stationery. Ho then 
threw'out the flag. We could scarcely 
distinguish whether it was the flag or 
the man himself : but the next second 
smoke was seen issuing from the side 
of tho balloon, and the unfortunate 
aeronaut had lowered a rope and was

It 
is consequently possible that the Alert 
may have been storped at Cape Bar- 
row, in lat. 80 deg., or oven as far 
south as Capo Isabella and Cadogar 
Inlet. On tho other hand, -.when we 
remember how Hall, in the little Pol- 
aris, a mere river steamer of small 
power and ill adapted for ice naviga- 
tion, with a company, all told, of thirty 
men, women, and cliildrou, including 
eight Etiuimnux, steamed up Smith 
Sound and Ketuiedy Chiiii'iidl in one 
working season a ' direct • 'diBtdiloe Jof 
two hundred and fifty miles, wo can- 
not but venture to hope that Captain 
Nares may have been able to push tho 
Alert throngli the hitherto unexplored 
waters of Lincoln Sea up to the shad- 
owy, and^far off President's ' I/dnd, or 
even, it may be, - tb the 'eighty-fifth 
parallel. The Polaris, without tho 
slightest hit or impediment reached as 
high a latitude as 82° IG N., and at 
at this point saw northward of her a 
navigable sea, with a watery^slcyrSli^^wos a 
mere .vi^den sunboat of throe hun- 
dred ana?eigh^•8cven tons, and had 
been in no way strengthened or speci- 
ally fitted out for her work, while tho 
Alert wraa pciginaUy a j)Q.\verf ul voasei 
of od'etliousana and forty-five tonsj 
ahdTias been overhauled and fortiued 
for her ioucoiifatera with the ice,' and 
furnished with now and powerful en- 
gines and boilers. Wo know from 
Mr. Lament's experience how a steam- 
er, if her bows are proijorly ironed for 
the work, can charge and crush her 
way through ice which would ■ hope- 
lessly stop the progress of another 
vessel, and there is consequently some 
reason for believing that tho sledging 
party, which must now bo well on its 
way, has possibly not got more than 
four, or at the outside five, degrees; tp 
Cover before it reaches that extrbmiD 
apex of the earth which is, to use Mr. 
-Markham's words, "a spot whore the 
sun's altitude is equal to its declina- 
tion, and where bearings have to be 
taken by reference to time and not to 
tho magnet," biit which yet is the 
Ultima Thule of all Arctic disoovory and 
the express goal of thepresout Expedi- 
tion. Eomemboriug the achievoments 
of Parry in 1827, when h? left his ves- 
sel on the Spitzberg^ cpa^t^ and mat^e 
his way over the groaTPolaf pack as 
far as 83 deg. 45 miu. "N., wo can see 
no cause to diapair of the success of 
the sledging parties which at this mo- 
ment should bo pressing northward. 
Pony, it may bo recollected, found 
that tho vast sea of ice over which he 
was travelling drifted io th& soiith'fas- 
tor than ins sledges were able to move 
towards tho north. Ho tr;ivellccl, as 
far as actual distance wont, a lumdrod 
and seventy-two miles from his vessol; 
but near the end of his journey ho pro- 
ceired that ho was losing nioro by the 
southerly movement than he was gain- 
ing by tho day's work. To this dilli- 
culty the present sledge company are 
not likely to bo exposed.

The launch of another ironclad has 
called forth the usoal. .compliments 
and illusions. Englishmen are apt to 
loso their headr when they have dope 
what is considered a 'feat,, and -have 
shown tho universe what an enterpris- 
ing people thoy are. In the proHont 
instance there is some room for con- 
gratulation, but more fpji? niq^e^ty ahd 
quietude. The Inflexible is' undoubt- 
edly a powerful ship, and one of which 
v/o may bo reasonably prou<l. In cou- 
fitructiou, defensive power, and com- 
bative strength, she bas no equal in 
our navy, iiut it is foolish to indulge 
in rant about her invulnerable si^cs, 
and monster guns, and dellghdul sta- 
bility. It is more than two years since 
her kool was laid, and it will bo an- 
other year before she can bo fit for sea. 
During the interval we shall be in pos- 
session of facts that will lessen our be- 
lief in her proud pro-oniinorico 
amongst fighting ships. Tho guns of 
tho Inllexiblo wouhl penetrate the 
fijdes of the Doviistation, but guns am 
being made at Elswick for two ships 
for the Italian navy' tliab '^6W!i|'in)st los 
easily ponetrate'the sides of ' the In- 
llexiblo, and Mr. Krupp is prnparing 
plans for a gun of ovon tuiporior pow- 
er to that: which tho Duiulolo and 
Uuilio will bo armed. In this way 
wo go on incroaaiug tho attacking 
power7-81-tqri ;gnndj;/ 190-ton guns, 
12G-ton' gun's. ' TEitner \h4 ^Dandolo 
or tho Duilio would bo a match for 
a couplo of lufloxibloH, or tho In- 
floxiblo and tho Devastation combined . 
Tho armour of tno Inflexible varies 
from IG to 21 inches; but if the race is 
to bo "laintained the next ironclad 
monster will have to show greater de- 
fensive powers. Aro wo to go on build- 
ing these costly engines of warV Thoro 
aeoms no help for Wheo. tho gun 



thicker armour, and so on in an 'erid-^ 
less series. There is a look of fate in 
such matters should restrain our gush- 
ing, enthusiasm.

Dyking the Triaser Lands. 

Tlio letter of our Chilliwhaok corres- 
pondent, which appeared on Sunday, dis- 
closes a melancholy state of affairs among 
fortoers setfled on tertile-hmds of the 
LowWt '-FrftBet. • A more disooiiragiDg 
Bpeo^^^fifor tho new-comer than his form 
ovefflowod and bis young crops, which 
were put in with bo much care, ruined by 
an inundation, could not easily be ima- 
giuod. There aro no richer landa in tho 
•world than those of the Lower Fraser; 
and the Tonnossoean'a boast that the land 
of Ilia State was bo fertile as to need but 
to be tickled with a hoe to laugh outright 
irith fat crops is ta.<)>s) 'than realized on 
tBS^PftWSfl—thftt'iSi it^iiJtlia>be: if there 
■ver8>Bome jiit^geni soaQme .ae\u$<a to 
aylli^^'li;ti^l IhM'and 1}kdattkck the 
river which for about one month in each 
jyar overflows its banks. A friend who 
recently made a trip in tho stoamor from 
W.estniiuster to Yale tolls us that tho boat 
made thirteen landings and at ouch laud- 
ing CuUfornia Jlour was put ashoro to feed 
tho agricultural population. "Alasl" ho 
wrote, "what an oxumplo of a want of 
thrift onthepart of your agriculturalists." 
Oiir friend was wrong in his conclusion. 
To dyke the j^aa^^^ejn a scale that would 
inaure ^uoop^ .^(>.nl4 he ^ijr9i;ko|fthieftyy

in hand. There exists a law on onr Stat- 
ute-book that provides for the dyking of 
Frasor lands; but no one, wo bolieve, has 
ever availed himself of its privileges, and 
wo greatly fear that few among tho far- 
mers possess tho necessary capital to do 
BO. Tho fact, therefore, that imported 
flour is used by farmers whofjo lands are 
subject to an annual overflow cannot pos 
■ibly be evide^jg)f;*i industry 
aad thrift. An increased breadth of land 
was {wwed'<ffitfi^i^eat>'aBcl'>^othar grain 
lhaat yewMi^ cdi %«e ' "wdl* jtotwari and 
promised a good return when the June 
flood came aod destroyed the young crops 
and tho Lopes of the farmers. 

This state of things ought not to 
be allowed to continue any longer. 
The public men of tlie District should sot 
to work to asoertaia. the best means for 
, keeping the water from the farms. Opin- 
ions based on the experience of the suf- 
ferers should be hoard and the lands ox- 
amined by a compoteut engineer, and by 
next session tbe House would be in pos- 
session of information that would enable 
i^tft deol jiiih the question, i. "Oh," ex 
claims the reader, "yoii want the Gov- 
ernment to take Ifold of this great im- 
provMnent." Yos; we want the Govc=rn- 
ment to assist every noble endeavor. Had 
the public money that was wasted on the 
"grand trunk road" through Westminster 
District boon expended in dyking the 
lands of that district, farmers would not 

*"n6Ti^ be'jfonlia^^eBerting their, honsefl; and 
farms :*au'a seeking personal! iiafety' by 
flight to tho hills, nor would they consume 
imported flour! Tho energies of the district 
should bo directed towards introducing, 
with Government aid, a good system of 
dyking, and one season's increased pro- 
duction of the necessaries of life would 
»m]^^^^p&f.fTiPaC():Viniry lor tbe outlay. 
Our Weatminsiar contemporaries should 
adviso and direct their people in tho fur- 
thoranoo of this uioveraont, instead of 
wastiuK oolumnH of thoir space in discus- 
sing tho various routes in a vain attempt 
to induco tbo Canadian Govomment to 
adopt tho Fraser Valley for tho railway. 
There'are fields of usefulness y«t un- 
ploughed, and laurels still unpluokod for

The fourth volume of the census of 
Canada containB a collectiou of etutis- 
tics from early times, which are inter 
eating as showing how Canada has im 
proved. Previous to 1824 there is no 
enumeration of tho population of Up- 
per Canada, though figures are given 
for Quebec and the Lower Provinces. 
According to the census of 1824 Lin- 
coln was the most populous county 
find York camo next, the former hav- 
ing 16,758 and the latter 14,080. Mid- 
dlesex hnA ti^'SMl md Kent 2,G78. 
The town of Tori had " 1,685. Elgin. 
Huron, and Larabton were not men- 
tioned at all, not being then in oxi.s- 
tence as separate counties. 

In 1825 Middlesex had advanced to 
8,752; in 182P to 9,862. The London 
District bad at this time 70,125 acres 
under' cultivation and 380,870 unculti- 
vated, with 85 grist mills and 50 saw 
millH. The population of the whole of 
Ontario was 166,379. Middlesex, Nor. 
folk and Oxford were united counties. 
In 1827 Middlesex contained 9,839 
souls; in 1828 tbo number was 10,200; 
in 1829 it was 11.103; in 1830 it was 
11,882; in 1831 it was 1-1,073; in 1832 
it wus 15,293. In 18li3 Huron with a 
. population of 685 was added to the 
United Counties, which then number- 
ed: Middlesex, 17,819; Norfolk, 6,273; 
•Oxford, 8,458; Huron, 085. Lincoln 
had risen to 22,591, York to 35,026 and 
Toronto to 6,094. In 1834 Middlesex 
stood at 19.097; iu 1835 at 21,291; in 
1836 at 23,790; in 1837 at 24,628; in 
IBSS^afe ' 114;064. , Ifl^, ym Norfolk 
-went out of the union of "Oounlies, 
Middlesex in 1839 had a population of 
26,025, and in 1840 of 20,482. Oxford 
wont out of tho union jnJ,8iO,ut which 
timo the wliolo Proyinoe contained 
432,159 people.

1848 London town appears with a 
population of 4,668, of whom 214 were 
BuptiBtfl, 804 Catholics, 1,597 Church 
■ of England, 180 Oongregational, 17 , 



Lutherans, 593 Wesleyan Methodists, 
164 Episcopal Methodists, 114 Presby- 
terians, 1G5 Church of Scotland, 337 
Free Church, 22 Quakers, 37 Unita- 
rians and 60 Uuiversalists. Tho va- 
rious denominations can base thoir 
ratio of increase on those figuros. In 
tho same year ;(1848) the other cities 
had populations as follows: Hamilton 
9,889, Toronto 23,503, Kingston 8,- 
416, Bytown 6,275. 

The census of 1851 finds tho county di- 
visions much as they are at present. Es- 
sex had a population of 10,817; Kent, 17,- 
469; Lambton, 10,815; Elgin. 25,418; 
Middlesex, 32,863; Huron, 19,m. and 
London town 7,035. The whole Province 
numbered 952,004. Hamilton had 14,- 
112. Toronto 30,775, Kingston 11,697, and 
Bytown (Ottawa) 7,700. 

To show the relative growth of 10 years 
we quote the figures of 18G1: Essex 25,- 
211, Kent 31,183, Lambton 24,910, Elgin 
32,050, Middlesex 48.736, Huron 51,954, 
London 11,555, Hamilton 19,096, Toronto 
44,821, Kingston 13.743, Ottawa 14,009, 
the Province of Ontario 1,300,001, 

In 1871 tbo populations wore, Essex 
32,097, Kent 2t),830, Bothwell 20,701, 
Lambton 31,994, Elgin ;>3,00G, Middlesex 
06,709, Huron 00,105, London 15,826, 
Hamilton 26,716, Toronto 5(;,092, Kings- 
ton 11,407, Ottawa 21,515, tho Province 
of Ontorio 1,620,851. 

Tho latost of thosB figuros are out of 
date now, but taking thom aa a basis it 
may bo seen that Middlesex, including 
London, has increased in population 
about ten-fold in fifty years. Tho in- 
crease in wealth oaanot of course be: esti- 
mated. A carefuToomparipon of the fig- 
ures for this locality will help to estimate 
tho possible growth during the remaining 
quarter of tho present century.

The Oanat^au Paoifio Rail- 
way. 

(Toronto Olobo.] 

A rumor that the task of coustruct- 
iDgibe whole or soctiona of tho Cuna- 
diau* Pacific Eailway may be offered 
to a public company or companies has 
been adopted by tho Ojipositiou organ in 
this city as a sign of cliangefulncsa on the 
part of Mr. Mackenzie, who is accused 
forthwith of having, at some period or 
other, committed himself to tho construc- 
tion of tho road by the Government only, 
and of course wo have tho usual outburst 
about incapacity and blundering. 

It ia hardly necessai-y to say that Mr. 
Mackenzie has never abjured tho princi- 
ple of constructing tho Canadian Pacific 
Rulroad by means of a public company 
companies. Tho Act of 1874, under which 
tho construotion of the road is proceeding, 
distinctly provided for the work being 
performed by a company or companies. 
Such a design was implied in tho eighth 
section of tho Act, which enacted that 
"every section when completed should 
bo the i^roporty of tho coutractors for tho 
same,, and worked by. and for tho advan- 
tage of such contractors." The Qoorgian 
Bay Branch contract was, in fact, given 
out on these terms. If the intoution wero 
to convert a committee of Government 
nomiueos into a company and give them 
the contract, we could understand a vory 
strong objection being made to tho pro- 
ceedings; but if persons aro to be found 
who would construct and work the lino or 
portions of the lino on g^ven terms, they 
finding full and sulUcient security for tho 
fillfilment of the contract, no one in his 
uoiiBos would object or over has objected 
to such an iigrooiuont. 

What Mr. Mackenzie Ilts boon doing 
for these two years and a half, and what 
the public interest required him to do in 
the first place, was to push on the surveys 
and seontei^i^t information which alone 
would justify an^ exiendM amngements 
for the cbristmcfion of the whole road, 
Hia efforts, so far as construction is con- 
cerned, havo been exclusively directed to 
placing Manitoba and the , Northwest in 
communication with the 6(^er J^ovinoes, 
or, by tho Pombina Branch, Witli the 
United SMes, sp as t9. open 'u^ at tho 
earliest:D)oment,,the wbole , pf that vast 
region to trade and secElement. In doing 
this he has not departed iu tho least from 
tho ultimate design of un all rail route. 
Tho supercilious sneorors at Mr. Macken- 
zie's "water stretches" would have had 
bim, we suppose, neglect altogether any 
temporary %_d.vantoges they may confer as 
a'means oi,CQmi$i}p.|oation pending tho 
final complMiori of^h all'railroad. While 
the lino between Fort William and Fort 
Garry has boon procseding from Rod 
Rivor to tho Lake of the Woods at one 
end, and from Fort William to Lac des 
Millo L.1CS at tho other, tho exact route 
of the connecting link has been ascertain- 
ed, and tenders could, now be taken at 
any moment, through wfaat was a year 
ago a terra incor/yiita. 

Those who have read Mr. Mackenzie's 
speech in tho House last session, iu which 
ho described the condition of tho surveys 
and tho information ac(iuired, will recol- 
lect ho stated that the line was now prac- 
tically located for a length of some 1,700 
mUes, from Thunder Bay to Fort George 
at tlie great bend of tho Fraser river in 
British Columbia. From Jasper HonSe 
Pasi to Port George it was not absolutely 
fixed, although substantially determined, 
but eastward of Jasper House Pass the 
survey might bo said to be comijlotod. 
There remained, then, only the portion — 
some 300 miles— from Fort George to the 
watery o^f the Pacific, and the c^neation of 
thiB'tiotiief over this last' remaiiiing section 
has been and may still be the subject of 
anxious consideration. Tho whole, or 
nearly the whole, of this vast enterprise, 
which WHS to bo oommitted, haphazard, 
throo years ago to "Sir Hugh Allan and 
hia associates," as tho bogus corporation 
was termed in the contract is now clearly 
mapped out and defined. It ia ripe, 
therefore, for any feasible proposition for 
the work of construction, and the advan- 
tage of completing it by the agency of a 
Iinblic comi)any or companies has always 
lieeii recognized, however important it 
was to proceed at tho earliest possible 
date with those portions already alluded 
to. 

That a press whose solo idea of carrying 
on opposition is to be found in the task 
of "baiting a Minister" will find its em- 
ployment, if this course is luirsiied, in 
misrepreaentiug tho causes of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's actions may be looked for as a 
matter of course. In tho House of Com- 
mons, it is true, ho is treated by tho Cor- 
servative leaders with courtesy; his un- 
wearied devotion to bis work, tho ability 
he 1ms shown in mastering tho details of 
those gigantic surveys, aro frequently 
acknowledged.

Thoy 
never do see good in anything he does or 
proposes to do; and just in proi^ortion as 
their abuso ia indiscriminate, so does it 
fail to havo any effoot upon thoie it is 
intended to inlluonco.
